The Big Day is Saturday, May 2! 


That’s the date that many months ago almost everyone in Inyo-Mono 
circled on their calendars as the opening of the 1953 trout season—and 
for various reasons. 


Many of the local Izaak Waltons are getting ready to join the thou- 
sands who annually journey from Los Angeles, San Francisco, and other 
parts of the West for the choicest fishing in California. They have oil- 
ed their reels, dusted off their poles, and have gathered together their 
collection of favorite flies and other attractive baits which, they hope, 
will lure those big Lochleven and Brown trout; those fighting Rain- 
bows and Eastern Brooks; or those elusive Golden Trout into their 
roomy creels, 


Other local residents have been looking foward to that big date on 
the calendar because they own a fishing camp, motel, reastaurant, sport- 
ing goods store, filling station, pack train, or other related business. 
The influx of fishermen from other parts of the state is “bread-and- 
butter” to them and they must be ready to render the best possible ser- 
vice on a 24-hour basis. Plain fact is that fishermen, tourists, and other 
vacationers are Inyo-Mono’s biggest industry—the means of livelihood 
for a large share of its population. 


Still others, less sportsmanlike, of course, but practical nevertheless, 
mark the date as a good time to stay off the highways, when thousands 
of cars make a virtual Broadway out of U. S. Highways 395 and 6, as 
well as countless lesser roads. Overnight Inyo-Mono turns from a peace- 
ful community to a virtual metropolis. 


But for whatever reason, the opening of fishing season, May 2, 1953, 
is the biggest day of the year hereabouts. Thousands of anglers, some 
of whom have never wet a fly and many others who are Inyo-Mono 
regulars, will cover the lakes and scatter along the banks of the hundreds 
of fishable streams, hoping for that supreme thrill of hooking—and 
landing—those elusive trout. 


Fishing conditions are expected to be much better all season. Last 
year heavy snows and cold weather had kept many of the lower level 
lakes closed or partly closed. This year, with comparatively light snows 
and mild weather, most of the lower level streams and lakes should be 
ideal for fishing—from the opening day right on through the summer. 


The Fish and Game Department has been very busy, too, and dur- 
ing the past few weeks have generously stocked many of the streams 
and lakes with catchable trout. Although they didn’t announce the 
number of fish planted in each, Fish and Game Department officials 
in the area revealed that the following Inyo-Mono streams and lakes 
have recently been stocked: 


Ash Creek, Bair’s Creek, Baker’s Creek, Big Pine Creek, Birch 
Creek, Lower Bishop Creek, Convict Creek, Convict Lake, Cottonwood 
Creek (Lone Pine), George’s Creek, Goodale Creek, Gull Lake, Hilton 
Creek, Hogsback Creek, Horton Creek. 


Hot Creek, Independence Creek, June Lake, Lone Pine Creek, Mam- 
moth Creek, McGee Creek, Oak Creek (north and south forks), Owen’s 
River (Five Bridges-Chalk Bluff area), Pine Creek, Pinion Creek, 
Robinson Creek, Rock Creek, Rush Creek, Sawmill Creek, Shepherd’s 
Creek, Symne’s Creek, Taboose Creek, Tuttle Creek, and Upper and 
Lower Twin Lakes (Bridgeport). 


There may be other lakes and streams stocked during the season, 
Fish and Game Department officials announced. A lot depends upon

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Where to Go... Where Not to Go... Fish and Game Official Announces 


New Fishin 


The full force of six Inyo-Mono game war- 
dens and other officials of the State Fish and 
Game Department are going to be on active 
duty on opening day and throughout the fishing 
season, so you'd better know your fishing rules 
and regulations. Violators will be picked up 
and will find themselves writing checks or cool- 
ing off a few days in some of the better pokeys 
in the Inyo-Mono area. 


Just so you'll be better informed—about 
new regulations and old ones, too—Captain 
Jim Loundagin, head enforcement officer in the 
area, has compiled a list of a few of the more 
important rules to remember. 


Angling hours are, of course, from one hour 
before sunrise to one hour after sunset. Night 
fishing is allowed for catfish only. The daily 
limit is 15 trout, or 10 pounds and 1 fish, or 3 
trout (irrespective of weight). No person may 
have more than one limit in his possession and 
it is unlawful for a person to transport another 
person’s fish in addition to his own limit. 


WATERS CLOSED TO FISHING: INYO COUNTY 


South Lake, closed from May 2 to May 29; 
Cottonwood Lake and tributaries and North and 
South Fork of Cottonwood Creek (south of Mt. 
Whitney), closed from May 2 to June 30.

WATERS CLOSED TO FISHING: MONO COUNTY 


Rush Creek from Grant Lake to Los Angeles 
Venturi Weir, closed from October 1 to October 
31; Walker Lake (Little Walker Lake) and 
tributaries, closed from May 2 to May 29 and 
from October 1 to October 31; Walker Creek 
from Little Walker Lake to Sardine Lake, closed 
at all times; Convict Creek from a point half- 
mile above Highway 395 bridge upstream half- 
mile and tributaries thereof, closed at all times; 
Grant Lake, closed from October 1 to October 
31; Crowley Lake within 3,500 feet of dam and 
tributaries for half-mile upstream from mouths, 
closed at all times; Crowley Lake from Owens 
River dam to its head, closed from August 1 to 
October 31; Cottonwood Creek, North Fork, 
located in White Mountains and tributary to 
Nevada Basin, closed at all times; Outlet 
streams at Leavitt Lakes (Latopic, Koenig, Lea- 
vitt, and Ski), closed for half-mile from lake 
downstream; Convict Creek, McGee Creek, 
Crooked Creek and tributaries between Crowley 
Lake and Highway 395, closed from October 1 
to October 31; Hilton Creek, Whiskey Creek, 





and all side channels, meanders, and tributaries 
between Crowley Lake and Highway 395, closed 
at all times. 


This year’s new closures, according to Patrol 
Chief Loundagin, are the last two mentioned— 
Convict, McGee, and Crooked Creeks, closed 
from October 1 to October 31 and Hilton Creek, 
Whiskey Creek, etc., closed at all times. 


If there are any questions, Captain Loun- 
dagin reminded, you can check your official Fish 
and Game regulations or ask one of the depart- 
ment men. Official copies of the regulations 
can be obtained free of charge at any sporting 
goods store.

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Fortunate first-day fishermen, who hook nice baskets of fish or 
specially large trout, will be eligible for some mighty-fine prizes in the 
annual Rainbow Day contest, sponsored by the Inyo-Mono Rainbow 


Club. 


This year, in order to have the sports writers from the metropolitan 
papers present, the festivities will be held in the evening of opening day. 
Saturday, May 2. Entries should be brought into Tony’s Service Station 
on Main Street in Bishop before 8 p.m. when the judging will begin. 


Official judges for the contest, which always attracts a lot of writers, 
newsreel and television cameramen, are Milan Miller, Alex Kerr, and 
Les Smith, all members of the Southern Council of Conservation Clubs. 
And, while they’re judging the prize fish, a continuous program of fish- 
ing films will be shown free-of-charge at the American Legion Hall 
directly across the street from the Rainbow Day headquarters. 


Valuable prizes of sporting goods and similar merchandise, con- 
tributed by Inyo-Mono merchants, will be awarded to first and second- 
place winners in four classifications: men, women, boys under 16, and 
girls under 16. Prizes will go to each of these divisions for the best catch 
of Rainbows, Eastern Brook, Lochleven, Cutthroat, German Brown, etc. 


In addition, a completely new set of top-grade fishing gear will go 
to the winner of the sweepstakes award, the person who catches and 
displays the biggest trout of the day.

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A lot of anglers insist that if you want to 
really hit the top fishing areas you must “pack 
in” to those lakes and streams that aren’t crowd- 
ed with fishermen. And this year, because of the 
comparatively light snow and mild late-spring 
climate, members of the Eastern High Sierra 
Packers Association are expecting one of their 
busiest seasons, according to Herb London, of 
Bishop, president of the group. 


“Last year the season came late,” London 
said, “because of cold weather and snow. 
Most of the packing is done in high, hard-to-get- 
to country, of course, and we were quite late get- 
ting into some of the areas. However, most of 
our members reported a good year despite the 
slow start.” 


Although some of the pack trains are active 
from the time the fishing season opens, most of 
the groups don’t count on much business before 
the 15th of June. Many of the trips are “family 
affairs,” so parents wait until their children are 
out of school before taking them on a fishing 
vacation deep in the Hligh Sierra. 


Much of the business of the Packers Associa- 
‘ion is repeat business. The same parties often 
come year after year, often engaging their favor- 
ite pack train months in advance. 


Packing is one of the oldest industries around 
here, London points out. Fishermen and hunters 
from other parts of the state have been visiting 
the High Sierra for decades, but even before this 
area became so well-known as an angler’s para- 
dise, pack trains were busy. In fact, that was 
the only way of traveling and freighting through 
the mountains before the advent of the automo- 
bile and good roads. 


{ Packing Oe. 


The Eastern High Sierra Packers Association, 
numbering some 24 member “pack trains’ was 
formed two decades ago so that the Inyo-Mono 
Packers could work together instead of in com- 
petition to each other. Now, the territory has 
been fairly well apportioned by means of U.S. 
Forest Service grazing permits and National 
Park Service packing permits. 


“Most of our packing is done in national 
forests or national parks,’ London pointed out, 
“so we must satisfy these governmental agencies 
that we are capable and conscientious. People 
who are paying for pack train services have a 
right to feel that they are in capable hands.” 


Member-groups of the Packers Association 
vary in size. The smallest groups have 20 or 30 
head of livestock (horses and mules) and the 
largest may have 150 or more available. One 
packer can safely handle a party of five or six 
if the party does its own cooking. However,

when additional services are requested, more 
packers are furnished. The average group stays 
a week or 10 days. 


London, who operates Rock Creek Pack Sta- 
tion is president of the group, and Bruce Morgan 
of Mt. Whitney Pack Trains, Lone Pine, is secre- 
tary. The board of directors includes: Archie 
Mahan, Reds Meadows; Elmer Jensen, Round 
Valley; Dudley Boothe, Bishop; Russ Johnson, 
McGee Creek; Leo Rogers, Cottonwood Creek; 
and Jay Pearce, Bridgeport.

Probably the greatest single attraction to 
anglers in the Inyo-Mono area is Crowley Lake, 
located 31 miles north of Bishop. It annually 
attracts thousands of visitors from all parts of 
the state. Facilities at Crowley Lake are admini- 
stered by the Los Angeles Dept. of Recreation 
and Parks. 


So great is the demand for rental boats for 
opening day that the fortunate ones are drawn 
by lot by the city officials months before the 
season begins. There have been as high as 
1,300 boats reported on the lake opening day. 


Crowley was opened for fishing in 1941 
and since then has been heavily stocked year 
after year. Growing conditions are good and 
big fish are often caught here. Rainbows and 
Cutthroats are plentiful and so are the big Loch- 
leven which have been caught weighing as 
much as 17 pounds. In 1946 800,000 Cut- 
Throats alone were planted.

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74 CAMP SHTES 


No less than 74 camp and picnic grounds 
are scattered through the Inyo National Forest 
area, which covers a large part of both Inyo and 
Mono counties. Varying in size from the small 
picnic spots to areas where vacationers can spend 
weeks at a time, these camps are made-to-order 
for the anglers who annually flock into the 
area during the summer season. 


This year, according to W. S. Davis, Forest 
Supervisor, the camps will not be in tip-top 
shape because of the great reduction in recrea- 
tional funds allotted. Efforts are being made to 
obtain additional money. 


“This is a serious matter,’ Supervisor Davis 
pointed out, “Considering the fact that during 
the 1953 seasom a record number of fishermen, 








will be flooding the Inyo-Mono area. In spite 
of the difficulties, however, we will do our best 
to take cdre of the Inyo Forest camps, but we 
must appeal to the recreation users for under- 
standing, cooperation, and consideration.” 


The Forest Service will probably be able to 
police the areas, collect the garbage, and clean 
the toilets about once every week or 10 days, 
according to Supervisor Davis. He reminds 
campers they must have a campfire permit. These 
may obtained from the nearest Forest Service of- 
fice or leading sporting goods stores in forest 
areas.

COTTONWOOD CREEK—Located 10 miles south and 4 
miles west of Lone Pine, near Cottonwood Pack Station 
—gateway to Cottonwood Lakes high country. 2 tables, 
2 stoves, 1 toilet. Stream water. Dirt road from main 
highway. Elevation 4500 feet. 


WHITNEY PORTAL—Located 13 miles west of Lone Pine 
on Lone Pine Creek. Good oiled road, rather steep but 
passable for trailers. Trailer space. 60 stoves, 60 tables 
and benches, 11 toilets. Fairly level camping space. 
Piped and stream water. Beginning of Mt. Whitney 
trail. Supplies at Lone Pine. Small store at Whitney 
Portal Pack Station during July and August. Elevation 
8300 feet. 


INDEPENDENCE .. . 


GRAY’S MEADOW—Located 6 mi. west of Independence. 
Good oiled road. Trailer space. 8 stoves, 11 tables and 
benches, 7 toilets. Level camping space. Stream water. 
Supplies at Independence. Elevation 6500 feet. 





ONION VALLEY—At the road terminus from Indepen- 
dence west toward Kearsarge Pass. Six stoves, 8 tables, 
4 toilets. Stream water. It is 15 miles from Indepen- 
dence—the nearest supplies; a steep road with many 
switchbacks. Not advisable for trailers Elev. 9000 ft. 


OAK CREEK—Located 4 miles west of Fort Independence 
on the North Fork of Oak Creek. 4 tables, 2 toilets. 
Level area, trailer space. Stream water; good dirt road 
from Fish Hatchery.

BiG PINE CREEK—Located 10 miles west of Big Pine on 
oiled road to Glacier Lodge. 30 stoves, 40 tables and 
benches, 10 toilets.

Trailer space, but rather 
steep grades; heavy trailers inadvisable. Elev. 7900 ft. 


FIRST FALLS—On Big Pine Creek, 1 mile west of Glacier 
Lodge, at beginning of trail to Palisade Glacier. 8 ta- 
bles and benches, 4 toilets, stream water. Inadvisable 
for trailers. Supplies at Glacier Lodge. Elev. 8500 ft. 


BISHOP "CREEK 4552 


BIG TREES—On Bishop Creek, 13 miles southwest of 
Bishop. Good oiled road. 5 stoves, 5 tables and bench- 
es, 2 toilets. Stream water, trailer space. Supplies at 
Shreve’s Camp. Elevation 7500 feet. 


SOUTH FORK No. 1—On south fork of Bishop Creek, 
15 miles southwest of Bishop. 5 stoves, 5 tables and 
benches, 3 toilets. Stream water. Level ground. Trailer 
space. Supplies at Shreve’s Camp. Elevation 8100 ft. 


SOUTH FoRK No. 2—On south fork of Bishop Creek, 
18 miles southwest of Bishop.

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a special hopper tank. When it reaches the center, a lever is pulled 
and the fish are released simultaneously. Observations have been made 
many times, according to Fish and Game officials, and practically no 
mortality results from the fall. 


Because of the increased number of anglers during the past 10 or 
12 years, the department has found it necessary to plant larger numbers 
of catchable-size trout. There is a definite trend toward the “warm- 
water hatcheries with plenty of pond and raceway facilities where trout 
can be aged. Accessible streams are stocked with these fairly large trout 
by use of the tank truck, where possible, and the pack animal in more 
inaccessible spots. 


Trout propagation and planting has become big and important 
business in Inyo-Mono and the future of the area as a “fisherman’s para- 
dise” depends entirely on the program. Without the replenishment 
every year, the streams and lakes would soon prove unattractive to the 
anglers. 


* Top—Leon Talbott of the Bishop office of the California Fish and Game Depart- 
ment is in charge of the hatcheries and fish-planting program in Inyo-Mono.
